Wc  arc  of'opinioii,  that  the  otliccrs  ot' rlic  l*,k'C- 
tioii  have  a  right,  ami  aix-  in  (hitv  houiul,  to  al- 
ccrtain,  iiy  t'vcry  ifgal  tilh  the  i|iialiHiati()ii  of 
the  l',kch)rs  ;  and  rhar  the  vote  of  an  l.lei'tor, 
who  rehiles  to  depol'e,  or  aHirm,  to  his  ijualitiea- 
tions,  upon  a  ipiell'ioii,  that  iloes  not  teni,!  to 
criminate  hinilelt"  ma\  he,  an^l  ought  to  he  ro- 
jedeil. 

We  are  of  opinion,  unv  inhat-itant  o|  I'ennl'vl- 
vania,  (whether  a  native  or  not,)  who  niaile  his 
choice  to  the  liritiili  eaule  ar  the  coninicncenicnr 
of  the  Revolution,  rherehv  heeame  a  Mritifli  Tut)- 
jcdt,  ami  that  kich  choice  might  he  nianit'elted 
by  joining  the  Hritilli  forces,  or  taking  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  king  of  (ireat  Britain. 

We  are  (jf  opinion,  that  in  onlcr  to  afccrtain, 
vvherher  a?i  I'.ledor  is  a  Hritifli  fuhjett-,  or  an 
American  ciri/en,  upon  the  principle  ahose  ftatecl, 
the  (jfRcers  of  the  I'.lerticjn  may,  and  if  rhcy  tlouht, 
muft  afk  him,  whether  during  the  Revolution, 
he  joined  the  liritifh  forces,  or  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance,  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  and  at 
what  perioil  ?  Nor,  can  fuch  a  ipiel^ion  tend,  in 
our  opinion,  to  criminate  him. 

Wc  arc  of  opinion,  that  no  man  who  has  hccn 
attainted  during  the  American  Revolution  can  he 
entitled  to  vote  at  an  elecflion,  unlels  the  attainder 
has  been  reverfed,  or  a  pardon  has  been  granted, 
by  the  proper  authority  of  the  government.

ANSWER. 


Upon  every  change  of  government,  by  a  major- 
ity of"  the  citizens,  either,  by  the  formation  of  a 
new  iVitem  of  government,  or  the  reiolution  of 
the  citizens,  to  iubmit  to  a  foreign  power,  or  no 
lontjer  to  he  fubjeft  to  a  monarch,  thole  who  are 
averfe  to  the  change  or  dii'appro\'e  t'lc  fvifem 
aciopted  bv  the  majority,  have  a  ri^hr  to  leave  the 
focietv  and  fettle  elfewhere.  The  elevation  to  ex- 
patriate mult  however  be  made  within  a  realbnable 
time,  and  once  maile  the  party  cannot  regain  the 
rights  of  a  citizen,  without  conijilying  with  the 
forms  prefcribed  for  the  naturalization  of  fo 
reigners,  l)y  the  iociet\  which  he  has  deferted. 
The  elec5tion  may  be  e\  inced,  b\'  the  declaration 
of  the  party,  bv  an  art  of  the  piU'ty,  or  by  a  depar 
ture  and  joiniiig  another  llate,  by  taking  an  oath 
of  Allegiance  to,  oi-  aidi.iu',  or  alViltins.!;  another 
itate,  at  war  with  the  ftate  or  focietv  he  has  left ; 
but  thofe  who  continue  to  relule  and  exercife  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  citizen,  after  a  reafbiv 
able  time  allowed  for  their  departure,  are  confuier- 
ed  as  having  made  their  eledion  to  ful)mit,  and 
owe  allegiance,  to  the  government  in  which  they 
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refidc,    iiiui    caiuior   ;itVcrv\;irils   expatriate    them 
{'c]vt:^,//ir^ra}itc  hello,  In   taking  an  Oath  of  Alle- 
giance to  or  joining  the  enemy. 

I'revious  to  the  Declaration  of  Iiuiepeiuletue  we 
were  in  a  Ttate  of  civil  war,  then  each  iiuiiviciual 
had  a  right  to  chooie  his  (ulc,  after  that  -At\  we  af- 
fumed  the  charader  of"  an  independent  nation,  the 
majority  of  the  jieople  retiijitig  longer  to  he  \\\h- 
jert  to  a  monarchical  L^overnment,  'till  the  for- 
mation and  organi/ation  of  the  State  !j;(>\'ern- 
nients,  any  in(.li\itliial  was  at  iiliert\'  to  make  his 
elec^tion.  I'he  government  ot  Pennl\  Kania  may 
he  coniiilered  as  completely  organized  on  the  i  i  th 
|-'"ehruary,  1777;  when  an  ac'i  palled,  declaring 
who  fliould  owe  alleuiance  to  Peiinl'yK'ania,  and 
what  iliouKl  he  treal'on.  It  may  therefore  he 
proper  to  lubciivitie  the  ijueftion  and  confider, 

1,  'I'he  fituation  of  thole  who  previous  to  the 
1  ith  February  1  77^,  adhered  to  the  Kingof  Great- 
Britain. 

2.  The  fituation  ot  thofe  who,  after  that  time, 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance,  or  joineil  the  I^ritifh 
and  Iku'c  been  atlaniUul  of  high  trcafon. 

1^.  Of  thofe  who  after  i  1  th  h'ebruary  i~77, 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to,  or  joined  the  Bri- 
tifn  armies,  antl  were  ^lot  attahilcd  of  trealon. 

I.  With  refpett  to  thofe  who,  previous  to  Feb. 
II,  '77,  made  their  elec'lion,  and  adhered  to  the 
Britifli,  I  conceive  there  can  be  no  doubt,  they  be- 
came Britifli  fubjeds,  and  could  not  afterwards  be- 
come citizens  of  I'ennfylvania,  but  by  complying 
with  the  forms,  &c.  prefcribed  in  the  ads  for  the 
naturalization  of  foreigners.  This  principle  fecms 
to  be  fettled  by  cafe  of  the  Commonwealth  againft 
Chapman,  determined  in  the  fupreme  '"ourt  of 
Pennfylvania,  in  April  17S1. 
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2.  With  regard  to  thofe  who  after  Feb.  '77, 
joined  the  Britifli,  and  were  attainted  of  treafon, 
where  the  attainder  has  not  been  reverfed  or  a 
pardon  procured,  they  cannot  be  confidercd  as 
reftored  to  the  rights  of  citi/enlhip.  The  treaty 
of  peace  did  not  operate  as  a  reverfal  of  the  at- 
tainder nor  as  a  pardon,  but  only  protedls  the 
perfons  from  further  profecution  or  punifliment. 

J.  As  to  the  third  clafs,  who  after  the  i  1  th  Feb. 
'77,  took  the  oath  of  alletriance  to  the  King  of 
Great-Britain,  or  joined  the  Britilli  armies,  and 
were  nor  attainted  they  cannot  be  confidered  as 
expatriaicd,  tho'  fuch  ads  might  be  deemed  overt 
adts  of  treaibn,  they  muft  itiil  be  confidered  as  ci- 
tizens, and  entitled  to  the  rights  of  citizenilup. 
"rill  attainder,  their  rights  were  not  forfeit- 
ed, riic  tell  laws  have  now  no  operation  on  the 
queftif)!!,  unleis  to  (hew  the  fenfe  of  the  Lcgiila- 
ture  in  fupjiorr  (jf  the  above  principle.  By  the 
ek  ''.-'I'h  feCtiun  of  the  art  t)f  5rh  Dec.  1778,  it  is 
en;  .red  that  thofe  who  had  taken  the  oath  or  affir- 
mation of  Alletiiance  to  the  ihite,  and  afterwards 
to  the  king  of  Cxreat-Britain,  iliould  be  incapable 
of  elertion,  ^:c.  until  thev  Ihould  take  the  oath 
therein  preferibed  by  the  ad  of  ijth  March,  1789, 
all  the  teft  laws  were  repealed,  and  the  oath  or  af- 
firmation of  Allegiance,  tVc.  rendered  unneceflii- 
ry.  So  that  thofe  who  took  an  oath  of  Allegiance 
to  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  joined  his  armies, 
or  committed  anv  other  treafonable  art,  are  not 
disfranchiled  unlcfs  attainted.
